RENEWED PETITION TO REVIVE ABANDONED APPLICATION 
UNDER 37 C.F.^ L137(b) 

Sir: 

Applicant believes that the Notice of Abandonment dated April 18, 2008 was mailed in 
error, and respectfully request that the present Application be revived under 37 C.F,R, 1.137(b). 

On March 13, 2008, Applicant submitted payment of the issue and publication fees via 
Deposit Account No, 16-1340. A copy of the Part B - Issue Fee Transmittal, showing 
permission to charge the deposit account, as well as a copy of the date-stamped retunfi postcard 
is attached as Exhibit A. 



On March 18, 2008, the publication fee of $300,00 and advance order for 10 additional 
copies fee of $30,00 were charged under sequence number 7 and 8, respectively , leaving a 
balance of $729.50 in the Deposit Account No. 16-1340, a sufficient amount to cover the issue 
fee of $720.00 for a small entity. A copy of the Deposit Account Statement for March 2008 is 
attached hereto as Exhibit B. 

However, the Decision on Petition mailed September 2, 2008, stated that Deposit 
Account 16-1340 held a balance of $264.50 at the time the USPTO attempted to charge die 
issue fee of $720.00, However, the Deposit Account Statement does not reveal this lower 
balance. 

Attorney for Applicant spoke with Ms. Kimberly Inabinet of the Office of Petitions, and 
Mr. George Allen of the Office of Finance and these phone calls revealed that the cause of the 
drop in the balance was the wrongful charge of a 1** maintenance fee (small entity) for US 
Patent No, 6,776,463. Attorney for Applicant had submitted Robert M. Simon Check No. 4232

in the amount of $465,00 in payment of the maintenance fee, and had authorized that the 
surcharge of $65*00 for a small entity be charged to the Deposit Account 16-1340. However, 
the USPTO wrongfully charged the entire maintenance of $465.00 to the deposit account^ 
causing the balance to drop to $264.50, and this error on the part of the USPTO was directly 
responsible for the lack of funds to charge the issue fee for U*SL Application No. JO/007,179. 
The charge was reversed the same day and does not show up on the Deposit Account Statement 
available to Applicant. However, it is included in the financial records of Mr. George Allen, 
which are not accessible by Applicant. Applicant requests that the Office of Petitions verify 
this feet with Mr. George Allen of the Office of Finance. 

Furthermore, a petition fee of $770.00 has abeady been charged to Deposit Account No. 
16-1340 on September 2, 2008 under sequence number 14. Applicant requests that this fee be 
refunded. 

The entire delay in filing the required reply fix>m the due date for the required reply until 
the filing of a grantablc petition under 37 C.F.R. 1 .137(b) was unintentional.
